The writer reviewed the subject's frecord.at the registrar'r office at Harvard 
University, Cambridge, and ascertdined that he was born July 24, 1905 at’ 
Dorchester, Massachusetts, his father's name being Louis Sawin Srosscup and 
his mother's name being Lillian Campbell Crosscup. He graduated from Quincy 
High ®chool and Thayer Academy whpre he completed four years undergraduate 
literary work. He graduated from| Harvard College in 1927 magna cum laude. 


A review of the Yrofessors and advisers was made by the writer and upon 
inquiry of Miss Rosalie S. Magruder was advised that his adviser is deceased 
and there is no one presently teqching at the college who would know the 
subject. 


She referred the writer to the Decennial Report for 1987 which would be the

The writer reviewed the subject's file at Boston University School of Kducation 
and ascertained that the subject first entered Boston University in 1933, and | 
attended the summer classes off and on and finally graduated August 10, 1940, 
receiving an M. BE. degree cum laude. His adviser was Dr. Donald Durrell who 

is now dean of the School of Education. : 


The writer interviewed Dean Donald Durrell who advised ‘that he was very well 
acquaintained with the subject. Dr. Durrell stated that he met the subject 
for the first time when he filed an application for entrance to the school of 
education. Dr. Durrell stated that he had'the necessary qualifications to 
enter the school but was laoking in funds. According to Dr. Durrell, Crosscup 
was very careless about his dress and at the first meeting with Dr. Durrell, 
Crosscup was badly in need of a haircut, had a soiled shirt, no tie and made 

a very ‘poor impression. At that time Crosscup was working as janitor in a 
church and a bank receiving $40 a month. Durrell stated that he talked to 
Crosscup and told him‘he had the ability to write for magazines but Crosscup 
was not interested. Dr.'Durrell advised the writer that in viewing’his record 
he knew the subject was clever’ and therefore hired him personally to do work 
for him and write articles. Dr. Durrell paid Crosscup B60 per month. 


During his employment Yr. Durrell secured a tutoring job for the subject, 
paying him $90 per month. As explainéd by Dr. Durrell Crosscup was up in the 
big money now, something that he. was not interested in and so Crosscup hired 
another student to prepare his tutoring work for him, paying him for his ‘work. 
Dr. Durrell stated that Crosscup wrote many fine articles which Dr. Durrell 
later sold for a considerable sum. . : 


Dr. Durrell was responsible for securing a position with Dr. French, founder 
and present headmaster of the Yambridge Upper School, Weston, Massachusetts, 
for “Yrosscup. ' | ; 


Dr. Durrell stated that Crosscup was very polite and a likable chap but had i 
a very odd way of looking at life. For example, his first wife came froma 
very low type family and the subject feeling sorry for the girl married y, 
her, and at the same time he himself not being in a position to support two 
people. His first wife Alice was artistically inclined and becoming dis- 
satisfied after their marriage decided to go to New York to secure employment 
as anartist. She stayed in “ew “ork for one year, returning to Crogscup with 
aman by the name of James Pfeiffer, an artist on the WPA. Crosscup accepted 
the two into his home and the three lived together until the arrival of the 
second child. According to Yr. Durrell this was the cause of the divorce. 
The attitude adopted by Crosscup was if’she prefers Pfeiffer over me I will 
divorce her. . “his was agreed upon by Alice, James Pfeiffer and Crosscup and é 
accordingly the wife divorced Crogsscup, the same being uncontested and later

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remarried James Pfeiffer, however, the three continued to live together. 


Dr. Durrell said Vrosscup is.a very convincing speaker and after listening to 
him on his ideas of life one will wonder who is crazy Crosscup or the listenes 


Durrell stated it is his understanding that Crosscup is now married to a negress 
which does not surprise Dr. Durrell knowing Crosseup as he doese 


According to. Dr. Durrell Crossoup hed no connection with the Communist Party 
in this area, however, he admits that Yrosscup's philosophy is the same as 
that practiced by the Communist Party but they are strictly his own ideas. 


He believed in organized labor and was one of the members of the American 
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Federation of Teachers in this district. About 1935 he tried to interest the 
Dean in joining the union but the Dean refised and no furtherpressure was 
brought by Crosscupe Dre Durrell stated that Crosscup's first wife’4lice had 
the same idea on life as Crosscup and talked on a very highly intellectual 
level but maintained a very low level. : . 


Dr. Durrell stated that in view of the fact that the wife is of the same type 
as crosscup he is very doubtful whether anything would be gained by talking to 
her as it would not surprise him if Crosscup should return and the three would © 
again live together. 


The writer interviewed Professor John French, founder and headmaster of the 
Cambridge Upper School, Weston, Massachusetts, who advised that the subject 
became employed at his school as head of the Remedial program from September 
1935 to June 1940, five school yearse 4e described Srosscup as “a very 
independent cuss,” very intellectual and a man who has the idea that the world 
is against him. He explained this by stating that Yrosscup's father was a ; 
well-to-do man but lost his money and consequently Crosscup had to struggle: 
to seoure his education and figured that the world was against him all the 
way. eo was interested in a teachers’ union and active in the Teachers'Union 
located in Boston, Massachusetts, but never attempted to recruit any other 
teachers at the schools : : 


If he wanted to talk about labor Srosscup would express his ideas regardless 
of who may be listening. Dr. French stated that Crosscup's economic ideas 
were on, the Commnist angle but he was not known to have any party affiliations. 


Professor French stated that Crossoup was very honest, had his own opinions 
and expressed theme : ; : 


Professor French had much the same idea of the subject's philosophy of life as i 
that expressed by Dr. Durrell. 


Professor French stated that he knew the subject's first wife but had very 
little respect for her. ‘She was very sloppy, lived so to speak in the clouds, |

was very intellectual and kept a very disorderly home. Crossoup's first wife 
is presently married to James Pfeiffer who is presently teaching at thé Shady 
Hill School, Cambridge, Massachusetts, a rather exclusive school for woll-to- 
do children. During the past few summers Mr. Pfeiffer has worked for Mre. 
French at a sumer camp in Maine. Professor French stated that Crossoup 
_ieft his employment with him of his own accord and the circumstances surrounding 
his leaving are an interesting point. 


Professor French stated that at the conclusion of the school year the faculty 
produces’ a play for the benefit of the children in which all the faculty take 
parte Crosscup wrote the tae Cee was produced by thé faculty one year and 
it was a very splendid job. out the same time Crosseup becams acquainted 
with a young musbian and based on the success Crosscup had in writing the 
school play he had the idea that he would become a success in writing 
musical comedies and accordingly the young musician and Crosseup went to New 
York to crash ?roadway. 


Professor French stated that Crossoup was smart enough to realize that he would 
have to maintain himself while in New York and secured a position as teacher 

at the Walden School in New York City as a grade school teacher. He taught 
the seventh or eighth grade.’ His only reason for accepting this position was 
for living expenses while he was making preparations to crash Broadway. 


Professor French shared the. thoughts of Yr. Durrell in connection with Crosscup's 
first wife, that she is so much like Crosscup on her ideas of life that it 
would be just as well to talk to Crosseup himself. ; . ; 
Professor French stated that Crosscup had one child MARTHA byihis first wife 
and made it a point to support this child ‘and accordingly Professor French 
stated that in order to help Srosscup support this child he enrolled Martha 
in the Cambridge Lower School operated by Professor French, tuition free. At 
the present time Martha is living with Crosecup's first wife in Cambridge, 
‘Massachusetts. He never heard of the second child, Joachim, but-did say 
that Alico and James Pfeiffer have a young child about two years old at the 
present time. ; 


' It should be noted that the only records that disclosed the birth of the 
second child, Yoachin,] is the divorce decree. The statements of the 
subject in the Harvard Decennilal report mentions only one child, Martha.

Party. held 3/1-3/46. The informant related. that RICHARD CROSSCUP 
signed the register at the Convention and stated that all persons 
who signed the register were members of the Communist Party. 
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Recently a reliable. Confidential Informant of. this 
office advised that up until. the closing. of the George Washington 
Carver School the subject had been its director, He reported that 
prior to the closing of ,;this. school the. subject had engaged in a 
card game with persons outside the Communist Party and lost a 
considerable amount of money which belonged to the school... When 
an audit was made of. the books, of the school the shortage was 
discovered. The subject confessed to his actions, but was unable 
to make un the loss.

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Mr. PRENNRICH instructed that the NYO telephonically communicate 
with ENGLANDER and make an appointment for an interview at a 
place away from the UN. On 9/15/53, Miss ENGLANDER was con~ 
tacted by telephone at her office and an appointment was made 
with her to be interviewed alone by two agents in her apart- 
ment at 1-70 Village Road, Parkway Village, Jamaica, LI, NY. 


At 7 P.M. on 9/15/53, Miss ENGLANDER was interviewed 
at her home by SAs HERBERT P, LARSON and FRANK J. NOWLAN. This 
interview lasted from 7 P.M. to 11 P.M., during which time Miss 

ENGLANDER was alone, and during which time she was cooperative 
in furnishing the following information concerning her past 
background and knowledge of CP organization and persons known 
to her to be connected with the CP: ; 


PERSONAL BACKGROUND 


. Miss ENGLANDER advised that she was born 4/21/1h at 
Philadelphia, Pa. Her parents are. ABRAHAM and ROSH GERTLER 
(deceased), both born in Poland, possibly Warsaw. She 
graduated from the Theodore Roosevelt High School, Bronx, NY, 
in 1932. She subsequently took a six-month business course at 
the Julian Wadleigh High School, NYC. She attended the George 
Washington University, Washington, D. C., for four years 
at night school, from which she received a degree of Ba. She 
received an MA degree in June 1946 from the Fletcher School of 
Law and Diplomacy, Tufts University, Medford, Mass. 


Miss ENGLANDER stated that she has a twin sister, 
ELIZABETH, and a brother, PHILIP. She advised that her mother 
died approximately in 193). Her father has subsequently 
remarried. 


Miss ENGLANDER stated that her home life was completely 
lecking in spiritual values and that she was so unhappy at home 
that she left home about 1935. According to Miss ENGLANDER, 
her mother disliked her intensely and her twin sister, 

BLIZABETH, disliked and ignored her. Sho added that her 
brother, PHILIP, also treated her indifferently. As a result 
she developed an inferiority complex and "crawled into her 
shell". She advised that she loved her family but because 


as 
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of the treatment she received she found that she could only be 
happy if she left home. She added that her sister, ELIZABETH, 
suffered a mental breakdown in October 1943 and is probably 


“still mentally ill. - She stated that her father was a "bully" and 


selfish. Miss ENGL/NDER advised that her father was socialisti- 
cally inclined and had brought his children up to respect labor 
and trade unions and it was this political influence, she 
believed, that may have been responsible for some of her later 
activities. 


Miss ENGL/NDER stated that her family was very poor 
and that it was necessary for her mother to go to work. Her 
mother joined the ILGWU and as a result of her mother's con- 
versations at home, Miss ENGLANDER gained a tremendous respect 
for unionism. . 


Miss ENGL:.NDER furnished the above information to 
indicate why she had left home and why she was not desirous 
of residing with her father or other members of her family. 
She emphasized that she was not jealous or envious of her 
family and remarked that her sister, ELIZABETH, was very 
smart in school, whereas she, Miss FLOSENCE ENGL..NDER, was not 
very good scholastically in school.” FLORENCE ENGLU.NDER stated 
that sometime between 1937 and 1939 her sister, ELIZABETH, 
and her brother, PHILIP, also left home and came to reside 
with her at 1568 Madison Avenue. At that time both EL{ZBETH 
and PHILIP were unemployed. In 1939, PHILIP married one BETTY 
(LNU). Prior to the marriage of these two they were both in 
the OP. Following their marriage, according to Miss ENGLANDER, 
her brother, PHILIP, and his wife dropped out of the CP. In 
1940 ELIZABETH and FLORENCE separated. FLORENCE. has not seen 
any of her family for over ten years. She stated that she has 
endeavored to prevent her family from seeing her and to that 
end she has not subscribed to a telephone because she was 
afraid that her fanily might secure her address. However, on 
U/21/53 (her birthday), her father tried to see her at the UN 
reception desk. Miss ENGLANDER advised that the receptionist 
told her father that she would attempt to effect a reconciliation 
between him and his daughter. However, to date, Miss ENGLANDER 
has refused to see any of her family. The last she heard of her 
brother, PHILIP, (ten years ago) he was employed as a | film 
technician for the Paramount Studios in NYC. 
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Miss ENGL:.NDER stated that she has two cousins, both 
named FLORENCE ENGLANDER. One FLORENCE ENGLANDER, nee LEVY, a 
cousin by marriage, is married to ISADORE ENGLANDER, a cousin 
of FLORENCE. ISADORE ENGLANDER is an attorney with the ‘American 
Committee for the Protection of Foreign Born (.CPFB), where he 
has been so employed for fifteen years. He was born prior to 
1914 in Poland. FORENCH LEVY EYGLANDER was employed by the 
International Workers Organization in the 1930's and up to 
approximately 1943. 4. sister of IS.\DORE ENGLANDER, also named 
FLORENCE, and born in Poland, married a man, (FNU) by the 
.name of SLIPI:N. FLORENCE ENGL:.NDER SLIPIAN was born about 
1915. &t one time she was employed in a clerical capacity at 
the National Maritime Union, NYC. Her husband was a volunteer 
in the Spanish Loyalist Army. He is known only to this source 
as "Slip", 


EMPLOYER T 


Miss ENGL. NDER stated that in 193) she was unable to 
secure work, inasmuch as she "was not very bright and not very 
attractive". Through her cousin, IS\DORE WkGL.NDER, she 
obtained work in an office at 132 Nassau Street, NYC, as a 
stenographer and typist. This office was thet of three attorneys 
named LISBST#R, LEVY, and MC CONNELL. Each attorney paid her 
&5 a week. She remained in that job for one year. 


In 1935 she heard of the Emergency Welfare Bureau, a 
municipal organization. She took a typing test, passed it, and 
was appointed as a typist. in the Emergency Welfare Bureau, 
where she stayed for five months. She stated that the director 
of the Emergency Welfare Bureau was a Miss CHARLOTTE CARR, who 
resigned in 1952. Miss ENGLANDER stated that at that time she 
wes not interested in nor was she a member of the CP. However, 
upon taking the job at the Emergency Welfare Bureau.she became 
friendly with one FRED.. (LNU), a typist and several other 
giris whose names she cannot recall. The clerical staff in 
that office had formed some sort of union and had presented 
their grievances on frequent occasions to Miss CARR. The girls 
asked her to join this "union", the name of which is unknown 
to Miss ENGLANDER. She subsequently joined this union. 
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She accompanied several girls on several instances on visits to 
Miss CiRR, where their grievances were presented. She gradually 
realized thatrany of these clerical employees were members of 
the CP. In fact, Miss CARR'S porsonal secretary, who had an 
accent and whose name Miss ENGLANDER cannot recall, was a 

member of the CP, although this fact was certainly not known to 
Miss C.RR. 


Sometime during that employment someone, whom Miss 
ENGLiNDER cannot remember, asked her to join the CP. She 
cannot recall but believes that she must have signed a CP 
card. At that time someone suggested that she use a name other 
than her own as a Party name. For that reason she used the 
name FLOR... GERTLER. She noted that FLOR/. is a shortening of 
her first name, FLUREWCE, and GERTLER was her mother's maiden 
name. Because of the ectivity of the clerical staff in the 
Emerzency Welfare Bureau, Miss C..RR was able to discharge the 
majority of the clerical employees. Therefore, Miss ENGLANDER 
was discharged. Being unemployed, she retmrned to live with 
her _family. She stated that she could not remain at home 
because the family had not changed in their attitude toward 
her and attempted to dominate her. 

* 

Barly in 1936 she met one .LFRED MILLER whom she 
had met while she was employed at the Emergency Welfare Bureau. 
Mr. MILLER had been very active in organizing the "union" at * 
the Emergency Welfare Bureau. She recalled that he was a 
teacher at Brooklyn College, where he taught English in the 
evening school. She recalled also that MILLER told her that he 
wes an organizer among the teachers at that school. She met 
him or he came to her, she cannot recall which, and suggested 
to her that there was a project which had been set up by 
Secretary HsROLD Ich:S, which was a survey of the White Collared 
and Skilled Negro Workers in the United States. She was able 
to obtain a clerical job with that survey. 


Dr. IR/. De 2... REID, who was a Negro Socialist and who 
had taught at atlanta University, was the director of this 
survey in NYC. He is now teaching at Haverford College. She 
was appointed temporarily to this position and her office was 
in the national headquarters of this organization at 20 Fourth 
. Avenue, NYC. She stated that this was an all Negro project but 
that according to MILLHR they desired a few white girls among 
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the employees. She noted that ALFRED MILLER, while extremely 
active as organizer, had never been present at any CP meetings 
where she attended. In fact, she never knew whether he was a 
member of the CP. 


iccording to Miss ENGL NDER, she left home to take 
the above-mentioned job with the Survey of the White Collared . 
and Skilled Negro Workers in the United States, She stated 
that MILLER immediately started to organize the clerical staff 
of this project into some unicn, 


“4 Mr. ELLIS WILLIAHS, a British West Indian Negro, 
nenwed Miss ENGLANDER get a place to live and she subsequently 
moved into a small apartment on Seventh Avenue, about 111th or 
1l2th Street, NYC. She noted that Mr. WILLIAMS was not a 
member of the CP to her knowledge. She resided at that 
address for’ approximatcly two vears. Miss ENGLANDER stated 
that she was transferred from the Survey of the White Collared 
and Skilled Negro Workers in the United States to the Federal 
int Project, a WP. project at 110 King Street, NYC. She 
later understood that she had been transferred by Mr. REID 
because he had received information that she was a member of 
the CP, She knew that Mr, RED was not sympathetic with the 
CP. : 


In 1937, mnt still employed by the Federal Art 
Project. she obtained a small two and one-half room apartment 
at 1568 Madison Avenue, near 103rd Street, where she lived 
hone except for the period when her sister, ELIZABETH, and 
brother, PHILIP, resided with her, She was employed as 
assistant to the personnel director and then in the director's 
office, She began employment with the Federal Art Project in 
approximatcly October 1936 and remained there until about 
Novemher 1939. 


During the carly part of 190 for approximately two 
months she was employed by the Museum of Modern art, NYC, as 
as assistant to the general director, Mr. HOLGER -iHILi. She 
stated that there were no CP members employed there to her 
knowledge.

In the spring of 19,0 to June 1940 she was employed 
by the Federal Union Secretary, Ince., 700 Ninth Street, Nw, 
Washington, D. C. This was a non-prcfit organization. Mr.. 
CLiARiuNCE STREIT was the man in charge of this office. Miss: 
ENGLANDER was employed under the supervision of the office 
MAnagere 


In July 190 she secured a position as typist in 
the Watervleit irsenal, “.lbany, NY, in the Voucher Division. 
She remained there two or three months in Albany. She was 
transferred to Washington, D. C. in the fall of 19.0, where 
she was employed in the office of the Chief Clerk, Special 
Services Division, War Department. Shc remained in that 
position until August 1943. In August 1943 she was assigned 
as a Research .nalyst in the Historical Division, army ir 
Force Intelligence, War Department, Washington,’D. C. She 
was assigned to Gravelly Point, Va. She remained in that 
position until November 1945. 


From September 1945 to June 194.6 she was a student 
at Fletcher School of Law and Diplomacy in Tufts University, 
where she completed her Masters degree in August 196, 


after she completed her work at Tufts and returned 
to NY she stated she met ISBELL LIPSCOMB who formerly worked 
with her at the Federal Art Projeet and, when Mrs. LIPSCOMB 
heard that the subject was locking for a job, she took the 
subject to the Institute of Pacific Relations office, 1 East 
Suth Street, NYC, where Mis. LIPSCOMB introduced her to Miss 
TinuT# SHAHN, who was office manager of the IPR. Miss _ 
BNGLANDER. advised that SHAHN introduced her to EDWARD CARTER 
who was director of the iPR and C..RTER hired Miss ENGLANDER 
as a sceretary. {it is noted that ENGLUNDER worked in this 
office for approximately one month from August to September 


1946. 


Miss ENGLANDER advised that in September 196 she 
went to work at the UN and has been employed by the UN since 
that time. Prior to thet time she had applied for work at the 
UN and was advised that there were no vacancies. It was for 
that reason that she took the position with the IPR. She 
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was successful in obtaining work with the UN and was appointed 
to a clerical position in the office of the Secretary in the 
Trusteeship Division, Department of Trusteeship and Information 
from Non-Self-Governing Territories. .She has always been 
employed in the Caribbean Division of that office. 


COMMUNIST PARTY ACTIVITY 


During the latter part of 1935, as described above, 


“when Miss ENGLANDER was employed by the Emergency Welfare Bureau 


she joined the CP through the insistence of several girls who 
were employed in the same office. Miss ENGL.NDER advised that 
the facts and date of her actual joining arc not clear in her 
mird and she does not know the club to which she was first 
assigned when she was employed at the Emergency ivelfarc Bureau. 
She was under the impression, however, that this club met 
downtown in NYC and was mainly composed of girls who worked 

in the Emergency Welfare Bureau Office. 


The CP meetings for this group were held every ; 
Tuesday night at different apartments in NYC. She cannot recall 
the address of any of these apartments or the names of those 
at whose apartments these meetings were held. She stated that 
she was a member of that group for only about one month. The 
leader of this, group wes an unknown whites man. The group 
was composed mainly of girls. 


Miss ENGLANDER rcealled that a Mrs. BARON or B/.RRON, 
was secretary. to the personnel officer, whom Miss ENGis,NDER 
described as a member of the CP. Miss BiGL:ikDER could reéall 
only that Mrs. B.RON had a small daughter and that her’ husband 
had changed his name from some long Polish name. 


During the time that Miss ENGLANDER was employed at 
the Survey of Whitc Collared and Skilled Negro Workers in 
the United States she became acquainted with a Mr. C..RL MAHON, 
a Negro from Trinidad, British West Indics. She stated that 
Mr. MAHON was not a membcr of the CP to her knowledge. 
However, MAHON introduced her to one HUST:.CE KERR who was a 
member of the CP and who also was a Negro from Trinidad. 
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She further advised that the wife of EUST/.CE KERR, name unknown, 
wes not, however, a CP member. It was through Mr. KERR that 
Miss ENGL..NDER obtaincdé a-room in the apartment of one PIERRE 
(FNU) who rented scvcral rooms: in a large apartment located at 
Seventh Avenue between 1lllth and 112th Street. She remembered 
that at the request of EUSTACE KERR Mr. PIERRE signed a CP 
membership card but as she recalls he did not participate in 
any CP mectings or activities. 


Miss ENGLANDER stated that she was assigned to the 
Herlem Section of the CP, inesmuch as she was residing in 
that district. She does not recall paying dues during that 
year (1936). She advised that she was assigned to a unit in 
the Harlem Section composed of a few colored and a few white 
members. 


Oné person she recalls meeting at the.Harlem 
Headquarters of the CP was one FRANK GRIFFIN, a Negro. She 
described GRIFFIN as a very effective speaker and one who 
addressed larse groups of union workers for the CP. She 
described him as age early twenties (in 1937), 5'9", weight 
150 lbs., complexion very dark, Negros voice very heavy, clean 
cut features, She docs not know whsther GRIFFIN is presently 
in the CP. He lived at 160th Strect, near Fifth Avenue. 

Concerning ISADORE ENGLANDER, her cousin, who has 
been an attorney with the .CPFB for over fifteen years, Miss 
ENGLONDER stated that she has no specific information that he 
is or is not a membcr of the CP. However, she recalls that 
IS.DORE ENGLANDER told her on one occasion that EUSTACE KERR 
had been expelled or had left the CP. She knows that IS/.DORE 
ENGLANDER is acquainted with PRANK GRIFFIN. 


During Miss ENGLANDER'S employment at the Federal 
Art Project, NYC, during 1937 to the last of 1939, she reported 
the following persons to be members of the CP: 


LNN GRAY, secretary or stenographer at the Federal 
ivt Project, Jewish descent, lived.in Harlem with a Negro 
painter named JOHN GARAY. ANN GRAY, according to Miss 
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ENGL: NDER, was reported to be a CP member by HELEN SCOTT, an 
employee at the Federal Art Project who was in the subject's 
confidence. ANN GRAY is reported to have left GARAY and to 
have later married a lawyer from Boston, Mass’. 


: : JOHN GARLY. HELEN SCOTT advised Miss ENGLASDER 
that GRAY was a member of the CP. He is ‘reported to be a 
Negro artist. 


PAUL. BASS, a stenographer at the Federal Art 
Project during 1938-1939, described as a pleasant girl who 
lived with an unknown white man who was a leader of the 
Madrigal Singers. The Madrigal Singers was reported to be 
& group working for the Federal.irt Project... BSS is reported 
to have lived with this unknown white man, who had promised to 
marry her, with another couple who, Miss ENGL/NDER advised, 
were common law husband and wife and also members of the CP, 
PUL. B.SS is reported to have Later gone to live with her 
sister in the Bronx and later marricd another mana 


. JUDY ROSEN, stenographer at the Federal art Project, 
was a CP member, according to HELEN SCOLT., Miss ENGLANDER 
advised. that JUDY RUSEN lived with a girl who was an artist 
and that this latter girl was also ea membcr of the CP. 


DIANA BR.GG, stcnographer at the Federal Art Project, 
who worked for a: Mr. KNIGHT at the project. Miss ENGLANDER 
advised that DI..N/’. BR.GG was a CP member, according to HELEN 
SCOTT, and that LIVEA BRiGG later marricd a Jewish Cantor and 
is reported to have left NY State, ' 


Mrs. ID. C.RLOTTE (Ph), stenographer at Federal 
irt Project, Italian desecnt, wes marricd and had two boys. 
ID’. GC. RLOTTE is reported by Miss ENGLANDER to have spoken 
freely about her CP membership. 41so, HELEN SCOTT told Miss 
ENGLiNDER that C.RLOTTE was a member of the CP, 


ROSE NaADEL (Ph), stenographer at Federal Art Project, 
reported to have married an Italian Count. HELEN SCOTT advised 
Miss SNGL.NDER that NiDEL was a CP member and Miss ENGLZNDER 
further advised that ROSE N..DEL was also very obviously a CP 
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member from her conversations. Miss ENGLANDER advised that 

in 1941 she again saw RUSE NADEL in the, ladies! room of the 
Munitions Building, Washington, D. C., during the time that f 
Miss ENGL..NDER was employed by the US irmys Shc belicves that 
ROSE NADEL may have been employed by the US Army during this 
period. Miss } LANDER also advised that ROSE N’.DEL was also 
employed temporarily by the UN in the year 19,7. 


Mrs. MARTH. HOROWITZ, employed by Federal art Project, 
“described as a divorece and having two children. Miss 
EXGLANDER advised that to her knowledge w.RTHA HOROWITZ was 
not a member of the CP but her fianee at that time was a CP 
member, according to #/.RTH!. HOROWITZ. Miss ENGLANDER advised 
that MARTH: HOROWITZ later married this man whom she knew as 
MONEY WEINSTEIN. Miss ENGLANDER adviscd that WEINSTEIN'S 
family had a photo shop in the Flatbush scction of Brooklyn. 
Miss ENGL/.NDER also advised that Wi{NSTSIN took a trip to 
Palestine during the 1930's and she knew that his family was 
very intcrested in Zionism. 


GWENDOLYN BENNETTS described as a Negro artist. 
“Lecording to Miss ENGLANDER, a self-admittcd CP member who had 
told her that shc had gone to a CP school. Miss BENNETT 
is reported to have been kecping company with a white man who 
was from Boston and a school teacher. Miss ENGLANDER stated 
that this unknown white man was marricd and had a daughter, . 
She described him as the "Harvard type", Miss ENGL/.NDER 
advised that Miss BENNETT was going to write a book on mincs 
(coal mines, etc.), and thet she, Miss ENGLANDER, had done some 
typing for Miss BENNETT for this book, 


Mrs. BESS i:.SLUW, a stenographer at the Federal irt 
Project, Negro, was a CP member, according to HELEN SCOTT. 


FRED’. DOUGLAS, secretary to the director of the 
Federal Art Project, woo later changed jobs to become an 
artist, was reported by Miss ENGLANDER as being a CP member 
and was marricd to an ibraham Lincoln Brigader, FRED: 
DOUGLAS is reported to have come to NY from Philedclphia and 
while cmployed there brought in IS..BELLE LIPSCOMB who, Miss 
ENGL/.NDER advised she had heard rumors while. cet the Federal 
-irt Project, was a member of the CP, 
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HELEN SCOTT. Miss ENGL: NDER advised th.t she became 
quite well acquainted with HELEN SCOTT while SCOTT was employed 
as a stenographer at the Federal /irt Projeet and that it was 
HELEN SCOTT who advised her of most of the’ persons! CP 
affiliations mentioned above. Miss ENGL:NDER described H&LiN 
ScolT as then ebout 21, Jewish descent, and who came to the 
US from France. Her husband was described as FR/NK SCOTT, 
who was much older than HELEN SCUTT. FRANK SCOTT was reported 
as a union organizcr in NY and also a CP member. Miss 
ENGLANDER advised thet she heard that HELEN SCOTT divorced 

FRANK SCUTT sometime in the 19)0's. . 


Miss £0GL-NbDER stated thet she met HELHN SCOTT at 
the UN in 1946, their headquarters at that time being Hunter 
College, NY. HinEN SCUTT was then employed as a translator 
in the Editorial Department of the UN. Mr. DELAVNAY was 
believed to be HELEN SCOTT'S superior at the UN. ‘According 
to Miss ENGL’ NDER, HELEN SCUTT terminated her employment at 
the UN sometime during 191.7. Miss EXCGLANDER advised thet 
during conversations with HELEN SCOTT during ate HELEN SCOTT 
stated thet she had been employed during World War II by 
the State Department working ebroad in the Belgian Congo. 
Miss ENGL.NDER stated that she believed HLEN SCOTT may have 
been employed by OSs. HELEN SCOTT is also reported to have 
advised her that she worked: as translator at the Nuremberg 
Trials in Germany in 1915. 


While at the UN, Miss ENGLANDER advised, HELEN 
SCOTT was acquainted with a great many members of the French 
and Belgian Congo Delegations. Miss ENGLANDER advised that in 
194.7 HELEN SCOTT went to work at the "National Guardian" as a 
writer and that she reealled that she saw HELEN SCOTT last 
during 19:7 in the covridor of the UN at Lake Success, NY. 
it this mecting HELEN SCOTT told Miss BNGL.NDER that one of 
the French Delegates, the residential representative in 
Brezil for the UN Technical Assistance Program, was very friendly 
with HELEN SCOTT and. even visited her while she was employed 
at the "National Guardian", NY. Miss ENGLANDER was unable to 
supply the name of this French: Delegate, 
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_ HELEN SCOTT also adviscd Miss ENGLiNDER that she had 
spent sometime in 19lj) and 1945 in France when she was the 


' "shost writer" of a book entitled: "Casandra", which was an 


autobiography of a woman active in’ the left wing group in France, 


Miss ENGLANDER deseribed HELEN SCOTT. as age 21 in 
1937, nationality US citizen, French Jewish déscenty height 
512", weight 160 lbs., short of stature, extremely stout, short 
curly hair, parents - mother is reported to be in the US, 
complexion fair, smooth skin. % 


Miss 2NGL..NDER advised that in 1937, while a member 
of the Harlem Section, she was assigned to a Harlem club, the 
name of which shc does not know. She stated that two light- 
skinned Negroes were apparently the leaders of this club. The 
meetings, which wers held weekly, were held in the apartments 
of these two men. She does not know the address of cither of 
these apartments. The only thing she could recall about: the 
Harlem Section was that the headquarters for the Harlem Section 
was located on Lenox ivenue, near 125th Street. 


Concerning her activities in that Harlem Club, she 
stated that for a while she acted as a quasi Treasurer in that 
she collected dues from the various members and recalled 
turning it over to a white man whom she believed to be the 
Treasurer at section heedquarters. She docs not recall 
his name. She added that although she porformed the duties 
of treasurer of her club she never had the actual title of 
treasurer nor was sh¢ invited on any occasion to attend the 
executive mectings of the Club or Section where the treasurer 


would be expocted to attend, 


In 1937, while still employed by the Federal art 
Project, she found an apartment at 1568 Madison Avenue, near 
103rd Street. This was a small two and oneshalf room apart- 
ment and she resided at that apartment alone except for the 
period that her brother and sistcr moved in with her. It 
was while residing at that apartment that she joined the Lower 
Harlem Section of the CP. 
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Miss ENGLANDER stated that from 1938 to 190, while 
she resided at the Medison ‘venue addrcss, she was a member 
of the CP in a Lowcr Harlem Section Club, She stated that this 
was mainly a Spanish speaking club and was composcd of about 
fifteen persons, of which only two or three were white people. 
She advised that this club met in a store at 103rd Street, 
near Madison s.venuc and thet the meetings were usually presided 
over by an unknown white woman whom she steted had a Russian 
accent. 


She stated that she could furnish the names of two 
persons who were members of this Lower Harlem.Club, a Mrs. 
OTRO (Ph) and a Mir, PEREZ. Miss ENGL.NDER stated that her 
only function at this club was vo secure Literature at the 
Harlem Section and bring it to the club at 103rd Street, where 
she would put it up for sale. She statcd her job was in the 
nature of a literature director, although she never actually 
held any position in this club. : 


Miss ENGL.NDER stated thet she stopped attending 
meetings of the CP about March 1940. She was told by her 
sister, ELIZ.BETH, later that she had becn formally expelled 
from the CP in the Lower Harlem Section for failure to 


“attend mectings, It appeared to Miss ENGLANDER that ELIZABETH 


had been so informed by the treasurer of that club. Miss 
ENGL: NDER stated that she never received any. other notice of 
her expulsion from the CP. 


During the time that she was a member of the CP she 
never subscribed to any publications of the CP. She even 
purchased the "Daily Worker" rather than subscribing to it. 


' Sinee 1940 she has had absolutely no contact with the CP or 


with any of the membcrs except as statcd in this letter, She 
has never been approached by any members of the CP to reactivate 
herself, 


She gave as her reason for licaving the CP that she 


lost interest in the group. She claimcd that the CP never did 
anything for her in the way of developing her personality or her 
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ability. She stated thet she. never made a point of enjoying 
herself in the CP and because of her "negative personality 
she received little or no attention while she was in the CP. 


During the time she was in the GP she stated that 
there might have becn some talk or discussions concerning the 
revolutionary aspects of the CP but. that she cannot recall any 
specific reference to this subject. . She recalled that the 
speakers at these various club meetings would discuss Marxist 
literature and books but she added that, "I was not very 
attentive." She stated the members of the CP. were continually 
referring to future conditions-when the world, through the 
efforts of the CP, would be changed for the better. Such 
expressions as "pie in the sity" werc frequently used, par- 
‘ticularly in songs. : 


She stated that in reviewing her acquaintances in 

the CP,and those whom she observed but had nothing to do with, 
she believed that the majority of them were frustrated 
individuals who’ sccmed to lean on such group activities for 
“something to hang to", She noted that during the past ten years 
or so the newspapers have referred to many former Communists 
indicating that many Communists had dropped out of the move 
‘ment. She believed that those who remeined in the CP and 
prospered in some ways were what she termed "parasites", 


. She statcd- that her reaction to her entire membership 
in the CP was that the Party was in some way tied up with 
Russia because of the -fact that cverything the Party did seemed 
to be directcd toward ST.LIN. She gained the impression during 
her membership that ST.LIN was to be leader of the world. She 
gaincd these impressions from attending club meetings and, -in 
addition, from attending large rallies such as those héld at 
Madison Square Garden, where such speakers as EARL BROWDER and 
MOTHER “BLOOR spoke and continually referred to the great leader, 
ST.LIN. She added thet at these rallics she always sat in the 
gallery. 


Miss ENGLANDER stated that while she was employed with 
the War Department from 190 to 194.5 she can recall no form, 
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such as the Loyalty Form, which she was requestcd to sign. - 
However, she stated that in the Civil Service Application 
Form under the question conecrning any organization of which 
she wes then or formerly was a member, which probably would 
refer to the CP, she answered, "No", indicating thet she. had 
never been a member of such organization, 


INSTITUTE OF P/.CIPIC Agu. TLUNS 


Miss ENGL..NDER advised that while at George 
Washington University she took a coursé = Fer Eastern Matters 
under Dr. WlulIM CR.NE JOHNSTONE, JR., a professor at Gecrge 
Weshington. She stated that in: about iugust of 1946 she 
returned to WY and there ran into ISiBELLE LIPSCOMB, who 
-learned that she had studied Far Eastern Matters and thereafter 
‘Miss LIPSCOMB took Miss ENGL. NDER to the Institute of Pacific 
Relations (£PR) office, 1 East Sith Street, where LIPSCOMB 
introduced hcr to Mrs. T{LLIE sHiHN, who was office manager 
of the iPR. Miss ENGLANDER advised that SH.HN had also 
worked at the Federal irt Project, NYC, and that SHAHN was one 
of the officcrs in the Federal ‘irt Project whom she had heard 
was a CP member. 


Miss ENGLANDER advised that TILLIE SHAHN introduced 
her to EDWARD CARTER, who hired her then as a secretary for 
$30 per week. Miss ENGLANDER advised that during her employ- 
ment there in August and September of 191.6, many of the people 
were out, of the office on vacations and she did not become too 
well acquainted with any of the girls in the office. 


2 Miss =NGL:NDER advised that EDWARD CARTER, during 
her employment there, dictated to her a long memorandum: 
concerning .LFRED KOHLBERG, the importer, who had’ accused the 
IPR of Communist leanings. This memorandum dictated by C..RTER 
set forth the policy of the IPR, she recalied, and SGremntee 
to disprove KOHLBERG'S allegations. 


Miss ENGL.NDER advised that the girls in the IPR 
office were members of the United Officc and Professional 
Workers of America and that they had asked her to join; 
however, she statcd that she was not cmployed there for over 
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thirty days and thercfore did not join the union. She recalled 
that on one occasion they askéd her to join a picket line but 
she refused to do so. 


Miss ENGL/.NDER recalled that HDOW.RD C.RTER did not 
seem to like the UOPWA as he had several squabbles with the 
union concerning the office employecs. 


While employed at the LPR she became acquainted 
with a LOUISE SCH..TZ, who was looking for a roommate to share 
an apartment. Miss ENGLANDER advised that she and LOUISE © 
SCH..TZ secured an apartment on the third floor at 306 West 
26th Strect, NYC, and thereafter they Lived together for 
approximately one ycare 


Miss ENGL.®DER adviscd that LOUISE was leader of 

the UOPW.. at the IPR office and she recalled that LOUISE 
’ SCH:.TZ was dismissed from the IPR in the summer of 1947 and 
that thereafter SCH..TZ went to Provincetcwn, Mass., where 

she worked for « short time as a waitress. In the latter 
part of 194.7 SCH:.TZ is’ reported to have returned to NYC and 

to have gone to work at Columbia University Press as a writer. 
Miss ENGL/.DER reeallecd that SCH..TZ was in-charge of the sale 
of the UN documents to-the public. She noted that these 
documents were published by Columbia University Press with the 
permission of the UN and she believed that it was called the 
International Documcnt Service. 


Miss EXGL.NDER advised that LOUISE SCHATZ was away 
from the apartment where they resided almost cvery night and 
she was a very heavy drinker. Miss ENGLANDER stated that 
LOVISE SCH’ TZ had some visitors: from the IPR to her apartment 
and a few from the Civil Rights Congress who had come to sce 
her, 


Miss BiGi..e DER stated that it was only after a 
year's residence with LOUISE SCH.TZ that she learned that she 
was a member of the CP. Miss ENGis.NDER stated that LOUISE 
SCH TZ personally adviscd her of her membership in the CP. 
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Miss ENGLANDER described LOUISE SCHLTZ as follows: 
race white, born approximatcly 1919, home Cincinnati, Ohio, 
parents believed still there, graduate of Vassar College,:* 
member of Liberal Group there, height 518", weight 140 lbs., 
hair very blonde, complexion very fair, figure medium, 
peculiaritics - attractive personality, heavy drinker, last 
known employment at Columbia University Press - International 
Documents Service. : 


MI{SCELL: NOUS ACTIVITIES NOTED AT UNITED Ni.TIONS 


Miss ENGLANDER statcd that in 1946 she had been 
employed by the IPR for approximately one month when she 
received a notification from the UN that there was a vacancy 
on the clerical staff for which shc qualified. She commenced 
work at the UN on 9/10/l6 and has been continuously employed 
at the UN to the date of the intervicw. ~ ‘ 


Miss ENGLANDER stated that at the UN there is an 
organization called the "Staff Association", Every employce 
is a member of that organization although no dues are collected. 
She stated that HELEN SCOTT was very active in the work of 
this associations it one time she recalled that HELEN Scomt 
askcd Miss ENGL..NDER about a Negro who was cmployed in Miss 
SNGLONDER'S department. Miss SCOTT apparently had the idca 
of cncoureging this Negro to run for one of the officers! 
positions in the "Staff Association", inasmuch as she told Miss 
ENGL.NDER that it would be good policy to have a Negro among 
the staff officers. She advised that the "Staff Association" 
grew to be very prominent among the employces at the UN. 


In conncetion with the “Staff .ssociation", Miss 
SNGLLNDER stated that JEANNE PICOU, a French citizen, came to 
work in Miss ENGLBDER'S department on a temporary basis. 
Miss ENGLANDER stated that Miss PicOU obtained work as 
sceretary to the Chicf of the ifrican Scction. Miss pPicouU 
was described by Miss ENGL.NDER as very modest and shy. She 
statcd that she was transferred into the Editorial Department 
et the UN end thereafter saw her only occasionally. She ran 
into her one day and Miss PicOU told her that she was going 
to Paris with the General issembly and was going to sublet 
her anartment. This apartment was located at 1hl-67 Charters 
Road, Parkway Villags, Jamaica, NY. : 
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Miss PICOU was going to go to kurope and return with 
her mother to take over her apartment. In the meantimc, Miss 
ENGLANDER was to reside in that apartment, pending the return 
of JELNNE PICOU. She therefore lived with Miss PicoU for a 
short while. She recalled that JMANNE PICOU had a fiance, whose 
name was unknown to Miss ENGLANDER, but whom she recalls to bc 
a Prenchman. 


After,Miss P{COU went to France, Miss ENGLANDER took 
a vacation by taking a trip.to the Caribbean. On the day that 
Miss ENGLANDER returned to NYC ‘from her voyage to the Caribbean, 
she explained that she had barcly settled in the apartment 
which she’ had sublet from Miss PiCOU, when Jai.NNE PicoU returned 
to the apartment. She looked crestfallen and ill. She explained 
that her fiance had been Killed as a result of a boulder 
falling from a house. This death of her fiance changed the 
whole life of Miss PICOU. It appeared to be a great tragedy 
in her lifc. 


Miss PICOU stayed on in this apartment with Miss 
ENGLANDER for several months. Miss ENGLANDER noted that a 
change was coming over Miss PicouU and it was apparent that 
somebody had taken an interest in her at the UN. fnasmuch 
as she regardcd Miss PLCOU as one who could be easily influenced 
she realized that somebody was influencing her. It turned out 
to be a man by the neme of FRANK BANCROFT, an ex=-minister, the 
denomination of which Miss ENGLANDER did not know. 


Aecording to Miss ENGLANDER, B.NCROFT was very active 
in the "Staff Association" at the UN.. She recalis that 
BANCROFT visited the apartment on several occasions. She 
recalled that as a result of the influence of FRANK BANCROFT 
on Miss PiICOU, Miss PICOU became more aggercssive and was apt 
to assert her rights more frequently. She stated that Miss 
PICOU spent quite some time at some community camp located 
upstate in NY, the cxact whereabouts not being known to. 

Miss ENGLANDER. She stated that on occasions Miss PICOU would 
sing revolutionary songs in the apartment. 
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Miss ENGLANDER believes that many of the friends that 
Miss PICOU had developed were friends of her deceased fiance. 
She does not know whether or not Miss PICOU.or her friends 
were in the CP or whethcr Miss PICOU was a membcr of the CP in 
France. Miss ENGLANDER added,. however, that Miss PICOU was 
probably a member of the Popular Front in France. She recalled 
that one evening Miss PiCOU returned to the apartment from 
upstate and explained to Miss ENGLAWDER that she hed ‘been 
resding the "Daily Worker" in a subway train when some woman 
approached her and said, "Why don't you go back to where you 
came from." Miss PICOU was very upset about this and told 
Miss PICOU, "You know I am not a Communist." 


Miss ENGLANDER stated that Mr. BANCROFT persuaded 
Miss PicOU to run for office in the "Staff Association". He 
apparently had complete control of her, according to Miss bL. 
ENGLANDER. Miss PiCGU, according to Miss ENGLANDER, apparently a 
neglected her work at the UN bccause of her activities in the A 
"Steff Association" so that she was cventually discharged for 
the official reason of "Lack of Ability". Miss FICOU subse- 
quently married a man by the name of KLINE (RICHARD M. KLINE), 
an attorney. Mr. KLINE hed a daughter. Until September of 
1953 the KLINEs resided at that-apartment at 1h-67 Charters 
Road, 


Miss ENGLANDER stated that she recalls that Miss 
URSULA WASSERMAN was at onc time in the same department as 
Miss ENGLANDER et the UN. She stated that while Miss Wi:SSERMAN 
was at the UN she was very friendly with a Russian member in 
her department, one TiVEL GEVORKIAN (Ph), a Soviet citizen. 
She recalled that GEVORKDE.N return to Russia, date unknown. 
Miss ENGLANDER advised that Miss Ww SSHRMAN originally came 
from Germany and was apparcntly a CP member. She could not 
account for her rcason for calling Miss W..SSERMLN a CP member. 
She recalls that Miss ®.SSERMAN went to Argentina to visit her 
family. She recalled that MARY JANE KBEENEY was a very close 
friend of Miss WASSERMiN., 


Miss ENGL.NDER, in attempting to recall fellow 
employecs at the UN who had been members of the CP, stated 
that she recalled the name of Mr. JACK HARRIS, who had been 
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an anthropokogist. She did not know Mr. H.RRiS but she recalled 

that he had appeared before the McCarron’ Committee when he was 

employed in the Division of Trusteeship. She belie ved that he 

came from Chicego and that he. had married a woman from South 

ifrice. She believed that he.was in the CP but that it was 

only her personal belief and that she had no knowledge of his 

CP activities. She recalled that he refused to answer certain 

questions when he appeared before the committce and based his 

refusal for answering these questions on the Fifth’ /mendment 

to the Constitution. By so doing, Miss ENGLANDER stated, 

- RRIS actually threw his whole career away. She reenils 
ceeding in the newspepers that he had becn allotted approx- 

neers {40,000 by the head of the UN. She stated that 

apparently HARRIS is still around NY and is supposcd to be 

in the furniture business and residing in Great Neck, LI. 


In &pril 19:8, Miss ENGL..NDER moved into the apartment 
of WAO0MI SCHW..RTZ, whom she described as a Dutch girl but who 
came from Palestine and who had to flee from Holland. She 
stated that the brother of Miss N..0MI SCHWARTZ was employed 
in the UN. He went to Indonesia. She did not recall his 
name. Miss ENGLASDER stated that neither Miss SCHW..RTZ or 
her brother were CP members. Miss SCHWARTZ told Miss 
ENGLANDGR thet on one occasion she went to the home of 
ROBERT JONAS, to attend aprty. JONAS was an artist at the 
Federal i.rt Projects i.t sometime, according to Miss EWGusNDER, 

Miss SCH RTZ was edviscd by JON.S that he, JuNsS, was a 
member of the CP. Miss SCHW..RTZ told Miss ENGu..NDER of that 
fact. Miss ENGLANDER stated that JON.S rcsided somewhere in 
NYC and thet he is prescntly employed as an artist who draws 
pictures for the covers of 35¢ booklets or pocketbook cditions. 


Miss ERGLZND:R recalled that one Mrs, 8.:RAH WHITEM.N, 
nee TAZ3IN, an employee at the UN, had told Miss ENGL:NDER 
that a male acquaintance of hers had been or was then a 
member of the CP. iccording to Miss WHITEMAN, this man had 
becn able to sccurc a passport without any trouble. i.ccording 
to Miss EFGLANDER, Mrs, WHITEM:N gave no indication that she 
was in the CP or had ever been in the GP. She has no further 
information conccrning this male friend, 
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During 1950, while Miss ENGLANDER was employed at the 

UN, a conference was scheduled by the Caribbean Commission, 
which was a commission cooperating with the UN, but was not 

a part of the UN. Miss ENGLANDER stated that a Mr, JsMES a. 
BOUGH, who wes onc of the executives in her department, and 
who is a former District Attorney for the Virgin Islands, was 
to attend this’ conference as Chief of the Caribbean Section of 
the UN. This confcrence was to be held in Curacao. Miss 
ENGL‘.DER, who had developed a great intercst in the Caribbean 
section of the world, had expressed a desire to attend this 
conference. However, the UN could not pay her transportetion 
and she therefore obtained permission to attend this conference 
as an observer by paying her own way. 


Miss ENGLANDER steted that while she was at this 
conference she met Mrs. J/NET ROSuNBERG JAGAN. JiNET 
ROSENBERG had marricd an Indian named JiG.N who was one of the 
leaders in British Guiana. is a result of Miss ROSENBERG, a 
white woman, marrying a native, she became quite an idol of 
the Indians in British Guiana. She was a well educated girl, 
having graduatcd from Columbia University, and had gone to 
British Guiana about 1947. Mrs. J.GiH (JANLT RUSENBERG) 
apparently was instrumental in building up the CP in British 
Guiana. During the last clecétions there Mrs. JiGAN was 
elected Deputy Speaker of the House of Assembly of British 
Guiana. Mrs. J..Gin had attended this confcrenec because her 
husband was a member of the delegation to the conference. 

He was supposed to be "lIcftist", ‘The purpose of the con- 
ferenec was to discuss the agricultural problems of the areca, 


after the conference onc Mre COOPER, wno was in 
the Agricultural Department of British Guiana, whom Miss 
ENGLANDER belicved was not a member of the CP, ‘suggested to 
Miss ENGLANDER that she attend a party to be held at the 
residence of the JiGiNs. Miss ENGLANDER attended this 
KT ROSENSERG J.GAN. Lt thet time, 


there was a rumor that Mrs. J/G:.N was getting $400 a month 
from Moscow. Miss ENGLANDER has no further information con- 
cerning the above rumors. ¢

Miss ENGL.NDER stated that she had been subpoenaed 
to appear before the "McCarthy Committee" and had appearcd 
on 9/14/53 at Foley Square, N¥C. She stated that when she was 
sworn in and questioned by Senator McCarthy at a closed hearing 
she apparently -surpriscd Senator McCarthy when she indicated 
a willingness to discuss all. of her past activitics. Senator 
McCarthy informed her that he had expectsd that she would be a 
"Fifth Amendment Witness" and that, inasmuch as she was willing 
to discuss her eactivitics, he wanted her to come back later 
on in the afternoon of that dats, 


Therefore, Miss HNGL) NDER appeared at the US Court 
House, Foley Square, on the aftcrnoon of September 1h and was 
interviewed by Mr. HuWwKilkS. She stated that Mr. HaWKINS was 
apparently only interestcd in the’ UN personnel whom she knew 
to be members of the CP and also the fact thet she had regis-~ 
tercd in 1947 as a member of the American Labor Party. She 
enswered Mr. HAWKINS! questions end Mr. HAWKINS advised her 
that the FBI would see her later regarding further information 
concerning the CP members. Mr. H'WAINS told her that if the : 
newspapers qucstioned her she should deeclinc to answer any 
questions. Miss EFGL.:DER stated that she did not furnish 
all of the information to Mr. HAWKINS that she had furnished 
to the. FBI agents at this interview, inasmuch as he was 
apparently in a hurry. She stated, further, that all of the 
information which Mrs HAWKINS reecived from her she had 
furnished to the agents and this information is reflectcd in

Miss EYGLANDER advised that she bcliecved that the 
Senate Committee or the FBI would not furnish hcr name to the 
press and that if her name was published it would probably 
come from the UN officials.

The administrative handling of the reopening of these 
cases will be similar to that In the case of annual reports on 
SI subjects.

The revised standards for inclusion of names in the 
Reserve Index are: 


1. Membership in a basic revolutionary organization 
subsequent to January 1, 1949, together with some indication of 
sympathy or association with such an organization or a subversive 
front organization subsequent to the reported membership and no 
reliable evidence of defection. 


2. Investigation has failed to substantiate allegations 
of membership in a revolutionary organization within the past ; 
five years, coupled with some evidence or information indicating 
activity, association or sympathy for the subversive cause within 
the same period, and no reliable evidence of defection. ; 


; 3. The individual, within the past five years, by his 
associations, writings, financial support or conduct in relation 
to and support of subversive organizations or the- international 
communist movement is in a position to influence others, at the 
time of a national emergency and no reliable evidence of defection. 


4, Leadership or substantial activities in a major 
subversive front group over three years ago, together with: some 
evidence of continuing activity, association or sympathy for the 
subversive cause within three years and no reliable evidence of 
defection. 


§. Membership in a subversive front. organization within 
the past three years and no reliable evidence of defection. 


: ’ In handling this case the Agent should insure that the 
description appearing on the Reserve Index card is correct and 
should complete a form NY 125. Every closing memo, letter or 
report should be routed to the SI Unit with NY 125 attached.
